It is not a comprehensive guide to every operator; 
adding together all the scheduled airlines, holiday 
and charter and local service operators gives an 
answer in the region of 5,000, which if included, 
would clearly result in a very large and extremely 
expensive publication. 


Hengi, 
edited by Josef Krauthauser and published in 
January 1997. It has been translated, edited and 
updated by Neil Lewis so that it is as current as 
possible at press-time in August 1997. 


Fleet quantities must be regarded as approximate 
only. With aircraft being delivered, retired, 
temporarily stored, or leased between operators 
every day, it is impossible to be definitive. We have 
also omitted some small aircraft which may be in 
an airline’s fleet for training, communications or 
other purposes and are not in general passenger 
service. Likewise, future orders range from firm 
through ‘rolling options’ to such nebulous things 
as letters of intent for up to 15 years hence! 
However we have done our best to ensure that the 
information in these pages is as up-to-date as 
possible and forms a valid and useful guide to the 
operations of the airlines described.

Continental can trace its history 
back to July 1934 as the southwest 
division of Varney Speed Lines; its 
name was changed to Varney Air 
Transport on 17th December 1934, 


and in 1937 to Continental Air Lines. 


A network of routes was established 
using various Lockheed aircraft, 
mainly in the western USA. After the 
Second World War, Convair 240s, 
DC-6s and DC-7Bs were employed.

1987, the parent company bought 
up PeoplExpress, New York Air and 
Frontier, and these airlines were 
also merged with Continental. The 
airline’s operations doubled as a 
result, with considerable difficulties 
during the consolidation.

The airline 
was nationalised in 1932 when the 
present name was adopted.

As aresult of the Vietnam War, in 
which the Kingdom of Laos of that 
time was also involved, three 
airlines were active in the early 
1970s: Royal Air Lao, Lao Air Lines 
and Civil Aviation Co. The last of 
these was operated by the Pathet 
Lao movement for a free Laos. This 
airline received help from North 
Vietnam.

The merger of Libiavia and United 
Libyan Airlines resulted in the 
formation of the the state-owned 
Kingdom of Libya Airlines in 
September 1964 in order to have a 
state airline. August 1965 saw the 
start of flights to Europe and North 
Africa as well as to the Middle East 
with two Caravelles.

TNT, which originated in Australia, 
is one of the largest cargo 
organisations in the world. TNT 
Express Worldwide is part of the 
TNT Group which began operations 
in 1968.

146, the QT (or ‘quiet trader’), was 
ordered. This particularly quiet 
aircraft is not subject to night-flight 
restrictions and can therefore be 
used on overnight flights.

UPS - United Parcel Service was 
founded in 1907, and today it is the 
largest company in the world in its 
area of business. In 1953 the two- 
day ‘UPS-Air’ service was set up. In 
1982 UPS entered the overnight 
small package market and now 
serves more US points than any 
other carrier. Flights to Europe were 
introduced in October 1985. It was 
only in 1987 that UPS established 
its own flight operations.

In 1992 the government of the 
newly formed government of 
Uzbekistan assumed the air 
sovereignty over its national 
territory.

Valujet was founded in June 1993 
and operated its first service a few 
months later on 26th October, from 
Atlanta to Tampa in Florida. The 
business expanded very quickly 
and was liked by its customers on 
account of its low fares. With a fleet 
made up entirely of DC-9-32s, after 
only a year 20 cities in the east of 
the USA were being served, and the 
network built up on a permanent 
basis.

However, Valujet was 
allowed to restart operations from 
September 1996 on a restricted 
basis. During the grounding several 
aircraft had been sold or taken out 
of service. In July 1997 a merger 
was agreed with the small, Orlando- 
based Boeing 737-200 operator Air 
Tran Airways, which will rid the 
carrier of its stigmatised name. The 
aircraft will be painted in the Air 
Tran colours, and it is expected that 
the MD-95 order will be taken on.

After the end of the Vietnam war 
and the coming together of North 
and South Vietnam, a new airline 
also came into existence in 1976:
